Moore was running in the 
election against previous 
mayor Ray Lea.

Moore took 745 votes while 
Lea took 453 votes.

Pedestrian hit 


Pedestrian hit 

A man who drove into a 22- 
year-old pedestrian on a Carstairs 
street, causing the victim serious 
brain damage, before fleeing the 
scene without offering any assist¬ 
ance, has avoided jail. 

Gregory Joseph Foran, 35, 
pleaded guilty in Didsbury provin¬ 
cial court on Sept. 27 to a Traffic 
Safety Act charge of leaving the 
scene of an accident. 

The victim, from Fort 
McMurray, was walking alone at 
about 11 p.m. on June 5 when he 
was struck down. 

“He (Foran) just left, leaving 
the victim lying on the road,” 
Crown prosecutor Danny Elliott 
told Judge Gerald Meagher. 

Witnesses helped the victim 
until paramedics arrived. He was 
flown by STARS to Foothills Hos¬ 
pital. 

Elliott said the victim suffered 
“very, very serious injuries”, in¬ 
cluding brain and nerve damage, 
in the mishap. 

At last report, the victim re¬ 
mained in hospital. 

Foran was originally charged 
with hit and run under the Crimi¬ 
nal Code - a charge that carries a 
maximum penalty of five years in¬ 
carceration - but pleaded guilty to 
the lesser charge as part of a plea 
bargain. 

The Crown did not believe 
Foran fled with the intention of 
(‘scaping criminal or civil liability, 
prompting the plea bargain, Elliott 
told the judge. 

Judge Meagher fined Foran 
$800.

quad and slammed his vehicle into 
a parked truck in two separate 
incidents has been fined almost 
$5,000. 

Steven Barrie Bruce, 19, 
pleaded guilty on Sept. 27 to a 
number of charges, including pos¬ 
session of stolen property and 
drunk driving. 

On August 30, RCMP were 
called to a location near Olds with 
reports that someone was driving 
an ATV in an erratic manner, 
court heard. 

When officers arrived, the 
driver of the quad, the accused, 
took off, leading police on a brief 
chase. Bruce then rolled the quad 
and ran into a farm yard, where 
he was apprehended. 

The quad had been stolen ear¬ 
lier from a nearby residence. A 
breathalyzer test indicated the 
accused’s bkxxl alcohol level at the 
time was 140 mg per cent. 

On Sept. 11 the accused ran his 
vehicle into a parked vehicle in 
Olds and left, the scene. He caused 
thousands of dollars damage to 
the truck. 

He had no insurance on his 
own vehicle. 

Bruce failed to show up for two 
subsequent court appearances. 

Judge Meagher told the accused 
to change his ways. 

“If there ever was a time to 
smarten up, the time is now," the 
judge said. 

“Society is only going to be 
protected in the future if you 
change your ways. It’s time to 
start getting responsible.” 

The judge fined Bruce $862 on 
the drunk driving charge, $575 on 
the possession of stolen property 
charge, $115 on each of the fail¬ 


ing to appear charges, $■102 on the 
failing to remain at the scene of an 
accident charge, and $2,875 on the 
no insurance charge. 

The judge also ordered the ac¬ 
cused to pay $500 restitution. 

Drunk driver fined 

A man stopped by police in 
Sundre after being spotted driving 
erratically has been convicted of 
drunk driving. 

Francisco Figueira pleaded 
guilty to a charge of driving with 
a bkxxl alcohol level greater than 
80 mg per cent. 

The accused was stopped at 
about 11 p.m. on Aug. 28, court 
heard. 

His bkxxl alcohol level was 170 
mg per cent, or more than two 
times the legal limit. 

“I apologize. I should have 
known better,” Figueira said. 

The judge fined him $862 and 
prohibited him from driving for 
one year. 

Man ran up hotel bill 

A 53-year-old man who ran up 
more than $1,000 in unpaid bills 
at a Carstairs motel has been 
placed on probation and ordered 
to pay back the money. 

Bret Forster pleaded guilty on 
Sept. 27 to charges of fraud and 
uttering a forged document. 

The accused lived at a Carstairs 
motel from Feb. 13 to May 8, court 
heard. 

During that time he paid only 
$400, leaving an outstanding bill 
of $1,200. 

In an unrelated matter, the ac¬ 
cused forged and cashed a $500 
cheque on his mother’s account in 
December 2002.

Drunk driver hit ditch 

A woman who drove her car 
into a ditch near Sundre last 
December has been convicted of 
drunk driving. 

Linda Elzinga pleaded guilty 
Oct. 6 to a charge of impaired 
operation of a motor vehicle. 
She was scheduled to go to trial 
on the charge, but changed her 
plea. 

The accused drove her 1991 
Nissan into the ditch despite 
the fact the roads were clear and 
dry at the time, court heard. 

A passerby found the woman 
stuck in the snow and called 
police. 

The attending officer noticed 
the woman was showing signs 
of intoxication. 

It was Elzinga’s fourth 
drunk driving conviction since 
1976. 

Judge J. Kirkpatrick fined 
the woman $1,092 and prohib¬ 
ited her from driving for one 
year. 

Drunk driver hit post 

A man pulled over after an 
RCMP officer who noticed dam¬ 
age on his vehicle has been con¬ 
victed of drunk driving. 

Arthur Blaine Cisna, 29, 
pleaded guilty on Oct. 6 to a 
charge of driving with a blood 
alcohol level greater than 80 
mg per cent. 

The accused ran into a post 
in Olds late on the evening of 
April 7, court heard. 

The man drove away from 
the scene, despite having a flat 
tire on the vehicle, and was 
spotted by police sometime 
later. 

His blood alcohol at the time 
was 140 mg per cent. 

“I knew I made a mistake,” 
said Cisna. 

Judge Kirkpatrick fined him 
$977 and prohibited him from 
driving for one year. 

Man took truck 

A man who took a truck 
from outside a Cremona bar on 
Feb. 14 and then ran the vehi¬ 
cle into a fence has been placed 
on probation. 

Gary Clifford Diller, 23, 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
taking a motor vehicle without 
the owner’s consent. The 
Crown withdrew the more se¬ 
rious charge of theft over 
$5,000. 

Diller got into the truck, 
which had been left running 
outside the bar, drove a short 
distance before running into a 
fence, court heard. 

He admitted being intoxi¬ 
cated at the time. 

The vehicle suffered about 
$500 damage in the incident. 

“I want to apologize. I know 
it’s time to grow up,” said 
Diller. 

Judge Kirkpatrick placed 
him on probation for one year 
and ordered him to pay resti¬ 
tution.

Career High peeping up Didsbury

Didsbury adults struggling 
to find work will soon have 
the opportunity to train for a 
career in town. 

The Career High Outreach 
School (CHOS) is hoping to 
move into Didsbury, in Novem¬ 
ber. 

CHOS is a multifunctionary 
secondary school site presently 
located in Innisfail. 

Youth Initiatives are a ma¬ 
jor component of Human Re¬ 
sources Development Canada 
(HRDC), and are offered to 
communities across Canada. 

“The target population fits 
well with the Outreach School 


criteria, and even though not 
all participants are of high 
school age, it is an excellent 
method to bring many of them 
back into the education system 
in a different way,” said Michele 
Brewster, program coordina¬ 
tor, CHOS in a letter to 
Dorothy Moore, Didsbury 
mayor. 

Town council received the 
letter at the last council meet¬ 
ing with a motion to send a let¬ 
ter of endorsement to Brewster 
about CHOS. Council passed 
this motion. 

“Career High Outreach 
school, in partnership with 
HRDC, feel that Didsbury 
would benefit from the incor¬ 


poration of such a project,” 
Brewster continued in the let¬ 
ter. “The challenge and reward 
towards placement of “hard to 
employ” youth in the 
workplace is the ultimate effect 
this has on a community. To 
see young people begin to take 
a responsibility for their own 
lives, and to begin to contrib¬ 
ute to society even in entry 
level jobs and to change life¬ 
style and attitude is a positive 
end to a sometimes difficult 
process.” 

The purpose of bringing 
such a program to Didsbury is 
to establish a youth employ¬ 
ment project for the region 


which would include Didsbury, 
Olds, Crossfield, Cremona and 
surrounding area. 

The project would provide 
pre-employment skills and job 
placement for fifteen youth 
from ages 16-30 years of age 
that are at risk of not achiev¬ 
ing success on their own. 

The project would be called 
PEEP for Personal Empower¬ 
ment and Employment Pro¬ 
gram. 

CHOS has maintained an 
80^ success rate of full time 
employment, and offers follow¬ 
up services for twelve months 
to participants. The program 
started in 1995.

School bus safety is 
critical for everyone 


Most trips are routine and 
students arrive at their destina¬ 
tion without incident. To ensure 
this continues to be the case, 
children need to know how to 
behave on the bus and how to get 
on and off safely when parents 
or teachers aren't there to help. 

"The loading and unloading of 
buses poses the greatest threat 
to students," says Gord Kijek, 
Manager of the Traffic Safety 
Initiative. "The flashing lights 
on a school bus create a safety 
zone for children around the ve¬ 
hicle and are often the children's 
only defence when they get on 
or off a school bus." 

For over 300,000 Alberta stu¬ 
dents, the school day starts and 
ends with a ride on a school bus. 
Daily routes to and from schools 
throughout the province total 
over 400,000 kilometres - almost 
10 times around the earth! 

The fine for passing a school 
bus with its red lights flashing 
is $402 and six demerit points. 

Some important rules for 
children: 

Never run to or from the bus. 

Wait at the designated stop 
away from the road. 

Only approach the bus when 
the bus driver says it's safe to 
board. 


Remember the "danger zone"; 
if you can touch the bus you are 
too close. 

Use the handrail when get¬ 
ting on or off the bus. 

If something drops near the 
bus, do not pick it up. Tell the 
driver or an adult. 

Children must take their seat 
right away, stay seated and talk 
quietly. School bus drivers have 
an important responsibility and 
cannot afford to be distracted 
while driving. 

Safety rules 

For the safety for our chil¬ 
dren, it is important for teach¬ 
ers and caregivers to teach chil¬ 
dren road safety rules. Also, mo¬ 
torists must use extra caution 
around buses and in school 
zones. 

This makes it easier for bus 
drivers to see everyone as they 
pull up and it keeps children out 
of the danger zone and the blind 
spots around a bus where chil¬ 
dren are most at risk. 

Bus drivers have a limited 
field of vision and oft en can't see 
children hidden in the danger 
zone. It's up to children to know 
where the safe areas are around 
buses and to stay there until 
they board. 

An important part of bus 


safety includes being a safe pe¬ 
destrian as children go to the bus 
or go home. Parents should 
make sure their children know 
the Point, Pause and Proceed 
pedestrian crossing system. This 
tried and tested routine of look¬ 
ing in all directions before cross¬ 
ing the street still rings true: 
scan for danger left, right, ahead 
and behind when approaching 
or leaving the bus. 

When you are a motorist com¬ 
ing up to a school bus. please re¬ 
member these important rules: 

Alternating flashing amber 
lights mean a school bus is slow¬ 
ing to stop where students will 
either be getting on or off the 
bus. Slow down and stop when 
the school bus activates its alter¬ 
nately flashing red lights. This 
means you must stop whether 
you are approaching an oncom¬ 
ing bus or following one. The 
only time you can proceed is if 
you are on the opposite side of a 
highway divided by a median. 

It is safe to proceed only when 
the flashing red lights on the bus 
have stopped. 

Always watch for school buses 
loading and unloading, even if 
the lights aren’t flashing. 

Watch out for children cross¬ 
ing the road. 
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Anxiety Support Group Meetings Resume 


My name is Pat Rowden. Last 
winter my son and I teamed up to 
start a support group for people 
suffering from generalized anxiety 
disorder, social anxiety, manic de¬ 
pression, agoraphobia and panic 
attacks. This year I will be resum¬ 
ing this service starting Thursday 
Oct. 28 from 6 to 8 p.m. at the 
Didsbury Public Library. The pro¬ 
gram is built around a CBT tape 
series developed by a doctor of psy¬ 
chology who had suffered from 
social anxiety for over 20 years. 
Attendance is free, but I am ask¬ 
ing for a donation of $2.00 per 
week to help defray the cost of the 
Cognitive Behavioural Therapy 
(CBT) hand out material. 

What is CBT ? It is a method 
of reprogramming the brain by re¬ 
placing untrue beliefs with true 
rational information. Simply ex¬ 
plained: “How did you learn to 
count?” “By repetition” “Will you 
ever forget how to count?” “No”. 
“If you, at age six believed that 
you were stupid, would you ever

forget it?” “ No you won’t. “ The 
reason is the mind will accept any¬ 
thing, whether true or not, if it is 
repeated often enough. Once your 
brain accepted this irrational be¬ 
lief your brain looks for anything 
to reinforce this belief. In the be¬ 
ginning your parents, friends or 
a teacher may have called you stu¬ 
pid. Once your brain accepted this 
false belief you don’t need anyone 
to tell you your stupid. Your brain 
repeats this belief hundreds of 
times a day. Every time something 
goes wrong it just reinforces this 
belief. You now know your stu¬ 
pid. The only way that you can 
remove this negative untrue state¬ 
ment is by using repetition, except 
that you replace this untrue state¬ 
ment with the truth. In the be¬ 
ginning your mind will not accept 
it, but over time if the brain hears 
the truth often enough it will be¬ 
lieve it. That in a nutshell is what 
CBT is all about. By using CBT 
you are able to replace negative 
untrue beliefs with rational true 


Didsbury now, and down the 
road. We have every confidence 
that the new town council will 
also base their decisions on what 
is best for Didsbury. 

In closing, we also wish to ac¬ 
knowledge the ongoing support 
of the town administration and 
staff who continue to work on 
behalf of and for the future of 
Didsbury.

beliefs. 

Here is a typical profile of some¬ 
one suffering from generalized 
anxiety disorder. It totally devas¬ 
tates their life. They allow friends 
to use them, then beat themselves 
up for being such a wimp. Because 
negative thoughts constantly race 
through their mind they can’t con¬ 
centrate in school, so they often 
believe they must be mentally re¬ 
tarded. They are perfectionists 
and beat themselves up constantly, 
because they set the standard for 
themselves unrealistically high. 

As a result they cannot achieve 
this standard, so they know they 
must be stupid, and beat them¬ 
selves up for being so stupid. If they 
go somewhere they make a point 
of being the last one there and the 
first to leave to avoid having to 
talk to anyone. 

They may become agoraphobic, 
as a result there may be days, even 
weeks when they are too terrified 
to even leave the house, as a re¬ 
sult holding down a full time job 
becomes impossible. They often 
wanted a soulmate but believe that 
they would never be able to sup¬ 
port themselves, let alone a fam¬ 
ily. If they do marry they often 
elope as they are terrified of 
crowds, and also fear being the 
centre of attention. They are afraid 
to make decisions, so wives that 
suffer from generalized anxiety of¬ 
ten become doormats, and are ter¬ 
rified to leave the relationship, even 
if it is abusive, because they feel 
they will never find another part¬ 
ner, and believe they cannot make 
it on their own because their hus¬ 
band has told them how stupid 
they are. They wrongly assume 
that excessive worry is normal 
until it became part of their per¬ 
sonality. They live in the miser¬ 
able past and fearful future. They 
seldom seek help, and their great¬ 
est wish is to go to sleep and never 
wake up, and thus end their life¬ 
time jail sentence of misery. 

On the other hand, people who 
suffer from panic attacks want to

respond to referrals from the Olds, Didsbury and Sundre RCMP. 

Chinook Arch Victim's Services Society operates with a volunteer Board of 
Directors who are responsible for governing the Society. The Board of 
Directors meet monthly; meetings rotating between the 3 RCMP 
Detachments. Board development training and relevant conferences 
may be attended by Board members. 

Service provision is done by highly trained volunteer Advocates who work in 
teams of two and respond to calls from the RCMP on a 24 hour basis. 
Extensive training is provided to all volunteer Advocates in the areas of 
victimology including assault, sexual assault, grief & bereavement, crisis 
intervention, suicide intervention, court preparation, child witness court 
preparation, family violence intervention, break & enter and homicide. 
Volunteers are closely screened by the RCMP and must sign an Oath of 

Confidentiality.

live, and often their greatest fear 
is a fear of dying, or going insane, 
because of the intense physical 
symptoms they get from trying to 
look and stay calm in feared situ¬ 
ations. The common element be¬ 
tween these two illnesses is feel¬ 
ings of lack of control. For many 
people CBT may be all that is nec¬ 
essary to end this life of misery, 
for others an anti-depressant could 
be helpful as an aid to reduce anxi¬ 
ety, while taking CBT. For those 
with generalized anxiety disorder, 
and have suffered a lifetime, anti¬ 


depressant drugs may no longer 
work, but often make their condi¬ 
tion worse, because the neuro¬ 
transmitter levels in their brain 
are depleted to the point they no 
longer work. A new food supple¬ 
ment containing two amino acids, 
certain vitamins and minerals is 
now being used to replace anti-de¬ 
pressant drugs, with great success, 
because it has the ability to cause 
the body to naturally reproduce 
neurotransmitters.

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Carstairs last remaining elevator torn down

It was a sad day for many 
locals and definitely the end of 
an era as the last standing 
grain elevator within the Town 
of Carstairs was demolished. 

The Carstairs Co-op parking 
lot and the future location of a 
gas bar - to the east of the el¬ 
evator site - were filled with cars 
full of spectators who watched 
for three days as crews knocked 
down the largest structure to 
ever call Carstairs home, with 
four monstrous bulldozers. 

As the giant machines 
slowly worked their way to¬ 
wards destroying the base of 
the elevator so it would fall 
over, carefully ensuring it 
didn’t fall on the railway tracks 
or hit area power lines, looks 
of awe, some tears, and many 
sad faces appeared from the 
huge crowd of spectators who 
came out for this history mak¬ 
ing moment. 

“It (the demolition) went 
how it usually does,” said Joe 
Alexander. Operations Man¬ 
ager for Columbia Rail, a 
Didsbury based company who 
brought the elevator down. 

Alexander explained that the 
elevator had to be taken down 
in two stages, as it was impos¬ 
sible to bring the elevator down 
as a whole. 

His crews started on the 
north annex, followed by the 
main elevator and the south 
annex which came down to¬ 
gether. 

“The elevator is longer than 
it is tall, so that causes some 
difficulty,” 

Alexander added. “You can't 
go sideways... you have to fol¬ 
low it the long way.” 

When asked if there was any 
secret to knocking down a 
building the size of the 
Carstairs elevator, Alexander 
said, “not really.” 

“You just take a notch out 
and push it over,” he said. 

A History Lesson 

The Town of Carstairs, ac¬ 
cording to the Town’s history 
book, ‘Beyond Our Prairie 
Trails,’ has had elevators in the 
community for approximately 
100 years. 

“The first elevator was likely 
built in 1904-05. It was reported 
that a group of merchants and 
farmers built and operated it 


for a few years. The first car of 
wheat was shipped from 
Carstairs in 1903. It may or 
may not have been shipped 
from the elevator,” the book 
states. 

The last standing elevator, 
however, was not 100 years old 
- it was a mere 25 years old, 
and strong as ever. 

This latest elevator to be 
knocked down was built in 
1975 and opened the following 
year in 1976. 

The elevator was owned and 
operated by the United Grain 
Growers (UGG) until it merged 
with Agricore three years ago, 
forming - ‘Argricore United.’ 

Vern Pederson, the last per¬ 
son to ever work in the eleva¬ 
tor before it was closed, recalled 
the elevator hitting some pretty 
high production numbers in the 
1980’s. 

“In the early 80’s we had put 
through over 2 million bushels 
through the two plants,” 
Pederson recalled. 

Pederson worked in the el¬ 
evator business for 21 years, 
and even though he is still em¬ 


ployed by Agricore United, it 
just isn’t the same he says. 

Pederson now works at 
Agricore United’s seed cleaning 
plant just east of Carstairs. 

Pederson admitted that it 
was a pretty sad event for him 
when he watched the elevator 
tumble to the ground. 

“There are a lot of memories 
in there. I worked there for 21 
years...You get a little bit at¬ 
tached to it,” Pederson recalled. 

Raden Carter, spokesperson 
for Agricore United, says that 
the main reason the Carstairs 
elevator was closed and demol¬ 
ished was because its capacity 
wasn’t high enough for the de¬ 
mands of today’s highly com¬ 
petitive agricultural market. 

The Carstairs elevator only 
has the capacity to put through 
six rail cars at a time, which 
isn’t good enough. Carter says. 

“At Olds, where we have a 
larger facility, we can put 
through 50 to 100 railcars, 
which is just much more effi¬ 
cient,” she said. “It has al¬ 
lowed us to maintain our qual¬ 
ity standards.” 


FORCE members sad¬ 
dened 

A group - Friends of Rescu¬ 
ing the Carstairs Elevator 
(FORCE) - which was spear¬ 
headed two years ago by 
Carstairs area resident, Gwen 
Day have spent a lot of time and 
given all they had to try to save 
the elevator. 

Unfortunately their attempts 
failed, although their spirits 
never did. 

Over the past year the group 
has hit more roadblocks than 
they thought were ever possi¬ 
ble in trying to save the last 
standing elevator. 

“I am like the rest of the 
community, I am deeply sad¬ 
dened,” said Day, following the 
demolition of the elevator. “I 
think it’s a huge loss for our 
community.” 

Earlier in the year, however, 
the group thought that they 
were gaining some headway 
when Agricore agreed to go 
ahead and pay for a Phase I 
environmental study. 

This study tested the actual 
elevator building to ensure that 


it wasn’t contaminated and that 
there wasn’t anything wrong 
with the building. 

Agricore passed the test, al¬ 
though one more test was 
needed before FORCE would 
take over ownership of the 
building. 

Day explained, in an earlier 
interview, that the group was 
advised by lawyers that a 
Phase II environment study 
was needed before they take 
over ownership, to avoid any 
future lawsuits. 

A Phase II study would 
have tested the actual ground 
for any contaminants. The rea¬ 
son the group felt this was so 
important was because of a fer¬ 
tilizer plant that once called the 
elevator site home. 

When FORCE approached 
Agricore to conduct a Phase II 
study they refused. 

The group came up with 
$7,500 to do the study and ap¬ 
proached Agricore again to 
have permission to go ahead 
with the study, and Agricore 
still refused.

Last week, my sister in law Marie, was looking through 
some old papers when she discovered a fat envelope marked 
"GAMES." "Can you use this for anything?" she asked me. 
And I, who will use any excuse to get out of doing house¬ 
work, opened the envelope that very minute. 

The envelope contained a few handwritten quizzes that 
would be suitable for wedding showers or ladies teas and a 
number of contests and suggestions for games that had been 
clipped from papers and magazines. Several of the clippings 
were from magazines dated 1945 to 1948 and a BARREL OF 
FUN PLAYBOOK is dated 1947 so I am assuming that most 
of the material is from that era. Our idea of what consti¬ 
tutes fun has changed a lot in sixty years and while I wont 
be expecting any of my guests to play these games what goes 
around comes around and who knows, maybe parlor games 
are due for a revival. If they are I'm prepared, and if you keep 
this column you too can be at the head of an exciting new 
trend. 

I see these games being played by men in white shirts, neck¬ 
ties, oxfords and gray flannel trousers. The women are wear¬ 
ing dark print dresses with puffed sleeves, lace collars and 
belted waists. Their shoes have two inch heels and their silk 
stocking have seams. Maybe 1948 was a kinder, gentler era, 
at least they weren’t watching CSI and Cold Case Files. 

From the Country Guide October 1945. 

The success of your party will depend on your ability to 
keep it going with a well planned program of games and stunts. 
Ever try the Giant sneeze? Split the party into three groups 
and give each group a different name. The first will be "hishy", 
the second "hashy" and the third "hoshy." On a given signal 
each group shouts out its own name. The result will be a 
giant sneeze large enough to smash any coat of ice that may 
be holding down the party. 

The aeroplane (note spelling of airplane) ride is the best 
action gag you can try. It is both thrilling and funny. You get 
a firm board and lead the victim blindfolded to it. Place the 
board on top of a couple of books so that you can grasp the 
edges. Have the victim stand on the board. Two hefty mem¬ 
bers of the party then lift the board and passenger off the 
floor a few inches where they sway it about with a gentle 
rolling motion. Finally a third assistant claps a book on the 
victims head with the cry "ceiling." The passenger is then 
told to jump as the aeroplane is out of gas. It is really funny 
to see the victim do a three inch jump as though it were six 
feet. 

To make the party an outstanding success you must have 
at least one good group game. For the bean relay you line up 
two teams facing each other on opposite sides of the room. 
Each player holds a straw. The two leaders start and race 
across the room and back carrying a small bean on the end of 
the straw by drawing in the breath. The bean has to be de¬ 
posited in the hand of the next player who continues with the 
race. Opposing players try to make the runners laugh and 
drop the bean. You can have no end of fun with this rollick¬ 
ing game. 

If I had space I could tell you about Pass It, Sip by Sip, 
The Hikers Game, Mind Reading, Egg Balancing, The Apple 
Quiz and The Picture Game. Oh the fun goes on and on and 
I can also tell you how to make a pinwheel and a soldier hat. 

Something that I must mention is that some of these quiz¬ 
zes are really, hard. The game players of 1948 may have been 
a bit unsophisticated but they were not stupid. Can you name 
12 kinds of apples? Did you know that Correggio painted the 
Nativity? And that what the calf said to the silo was, "is my 
fodder in there?"

Dear Family and Friends, 

We enjoyed our two days at 
Miango during Hillcrest School’s 
fall break. Janet needs to get away 
from Hillcrest School or else she 
will be working on School work. 
There’s so much that she knows 
needs to be done and she’s the one 
to do it. At Miango Rest Home, 
run by SIM, we read books, played 
some tennis, went for a couple of 
walks, and took naps. Oh, and we 
ate! The food was good and plen¬ 
tiful and we enjoyed it. 

“There’s no place like home.” 
It’s really nice to eat well without 
worrying about the preparation, 
and then get up from the table and 
walk away without worrying 
about cleaning up. The accommo¬ 
dations are pretty nice, but often 
we find something that isn’t quite 
what we would hope for. Last time 
it was the bed that sagged and did 
in my back. This time it was a 
shower that was either way too 
hot or too cold. These are little 
things, but they make us realize 
that we’ve got it pretty good at 
home. Janet suggested that we 
might stay at home for the Christ¬ 
mas break with the understand¬ 
ing that she won’t work (that 
should be interesting!). I agreed 
with that idea Of course we’ll eat 
out more than normal, but we 
enjoy staying at home. We’re just 
home bodies. 

I guess that might seem a bit 
strange considering that we live 
thousands of miles away from 
‘home’, but then, where is home? 
We had that discussion with a 
border guard when we were re¬ 
turning from the States into 
Canada. He almost didn’t let us 
into Canada because we gave 
some confusing answers. “Where 
do you live?” he asked. We said 
that we lived in Nigeria. “Where 
is your permanent residence?” 
When we are in North America, 
our permanent residence is 
Didsbury. To Janet, an American: 
“What is your legal status in 
Canada?” I don’t have any legal 
status in Canada, so I get a visi¬ 
tor’s visa. “How can Didsbury be 
your permanent residence when 
you don’t even live in Canada?” 

Maybe you can see the difficul¬ 
ties that we face. We explain that 
we are missionaries, and try to be 
very honest and straight-forward, 
but sometimes it just gets compli¬ 
cated. Getting into the States was 
equally interesting for me the last 
time. I made the mistake of being 
in line with my wife. If I had been 
in the other line for visitors and 
said that I was visiting friends for 
three weeks, I would have been 
okay. But I said that I was with 


my wife and we were visiting fam¬ 
ily. That didn’t go down well, so 
we got to wait half an hour to be 
interviewed by INS agents. 'They 
understood what the situation 
was and let us go right away, but 
it was not a great time. 

Tomorrow I need to take our 
“Aliens” cards back to the Immi¬ 
gration office here because they 
have expired. Actually they ex¬ 
pired before we got them, but 
things like that do happen. If we 
get the expired ones back to Im¬ 
migration, we might actually get 
new ones before we leave the coun¬ 
try next June. Maybe.

Dear family and friends. 

Often we can go for several 
weeks with a very regular routine. 
Each day is pretty much the same 
as the one before. The days con¬ 
sist of school, work and meetings 
with nothing very unusual going 
on. This has not been that kind of 
week. 

Monday was Canadian 
Thanksgiving so a group of about 
50 of us with Canadian ties gath¬ 
ered at Woyke House (a former 
hostel) to celebrate. Each family 


brought some food to share and 
we had a good time of fellowship 
and food. 

During the break, we finished 
processing the new books so that 
they would be ready for the stu¬ 
dents to check out when they re¬ 
turned. Tuesday morning many 
students came to the library as 
soon as they had a break to see 
what new books there were. 

After a week of break, school 
started back on Tuesday. The mid¬ 
dle school math teacher had sur¬ 
gery over the break and was not 
going to be back for a week or two 
and I had agreed to teach the grade 
6-math class while she was out. It 
has been a challenge to teach math. 
Things were done a bit differently 
when I took math so I have had 
to relearn how to do things the 
way the students have learned. 

About 10 minutes before the 
end of the class period on Mon¬ 
day the middle school principal 
and school counselor called me out 
of the class to tell me that one of 
the middle school students had 
died the day before. They then 
went in to inform the class. 
Though Micah was often sick 
with problems related to sickle cell 
anemia it was still a very big shock 
to all of us. That afternoon we took 
the 8th grade students to greet the 
family but when we arrived, we 
found that Micah’s sister was stay¬ 
ing with an aunt. 

Wednesday morning’s chapel 
was a video message from the 
Beachams. Steve Beacham taught 
Bible at Hillcrest until he devel¬ 
oped cancer last school year. He 
shared about some of what he is 
going through with the cancer 
treatment and how the Lord is 
sustaining him and providing heal¬ 
ing for him. That day in the US, 
Steve was undergoing surgery to 
remove part of his colon and liver. 

After he has healed from that 
he will go through several weeks 
of chemotherapy treatment. 

Later that morning we found 
out that the burial for Micah was 
that day about noon. We left the 
school at 11:30 to go to the 
morgue. In Nigeria, to show sup¬ 
port for the family in their loss, it 
is important to go to the morgue 
to be there when they release the 
body. We then followed the ambu¬ 
lance as it took the body to the 
cemetery for the burial. I was told 
that the tradition among the tribal 
group that Micah’s father is from 
is that parents do not bury then- 
children or even know where the 
grave is. So Micah’s father was 
not present at the burial. His 
brother represented him and 
brought words from the family. 

Thursday a group of staff met 


to plan a memorial service for 
Micah. Some of his classmates 
have been asked to participate by 
leading some praise songs, pray¬ 
ing or writing memories to be read 
at the service. I am working on a 
computer slide presentation of pic¬ 
tures of Micah through the years 
he was a student at Hillcrest. 
Please pray for this service that it 
will be a time of remembering 
Micah’s life as well as a healing 
time for the students. 

Parent-teacher conferences for 
the elementary school took place 
on Friday so my Thursday was 
very busy. The elementary classes 
that usually come on Friday were 
rescheduled for Thursday so we 
had 3 extra classes in for story¬ 
time and to check out new books. 

Saturday morning we went to 
a wedding. My library clerk’s sis¬ 
ter got married. Nigerian wed¬ 
dings are always an experience. 
There were two things about this 
wedding that I really appreciated. 

One was that it started on time. 
Most of the weddings I have been 
to have started an hour or more 


after the scheduled time. We were 
a bit late and just made it into the 
church before the bride started 
down the aisle. The second thing 
was that the photographers stood 
at the side so we were able to see 
the solemnization of the vows. Of¬ 
ten there are so many photogra¬ 
phers that all you see is their 
backs. 

That afternoon our National 
Honor Society chapter has a serv¬ 
ice project to clean up the cemetery 
at St. Piran’s church. With the 
help of about 15 students we made 
a small dent in the tall grass and 
brush that has overtaken the cem¬ 
etery. It will take many more 
hours of work to complete the job 
but the difference was quite dra¬ 
matic. It was quite hot and the 
kids worked hard. 

Next week will continue to be 
hectic as we get everything ready 
for the memorial service on 
Wednesday. I hope that normal, 
uneventful weeks follow after that.

According to Agricore, 
since there were no prob¬ 
lems with the Phase I study 
they felt it wasn’t necessary 
to go onto a Phase II study. 

“There was really no need 
to go onto a Phase II study,” 
Carter said. 

Carter says that, in her 
opinion, if the group wanted 
to spend the money to do the 
study, after they felt it 
wasn’t necessary it would 
have been a waste of money. 

“If they wanted to spend 
$5,000 - it would have been 
a waste of money. We 
wouldn’t want them to do it 
on our behalf,” Carter 
added. 

And, the latest and last 
roadblock which was pre¬ 
sented to the FORCE mem¬ 
bers was approximately two 
weeks ago when they found 
out the Carstairs elevator 
was not deemed a ‘Histori¬ 
cal Site,’ by the Province. 

If the building would 
have been deemed a Histori¬ 
cal Site, the building would 
have been put on a safe list 
and would have been saved. 

The reason why the Prov¬ 


ince deemed the building to 
not be a ‘Heritage Site,’ was 
because they already 
deemed an elevator in the 
City of Leduc, which is from 
the same area, as a histori¬ 
cal site and felt they only 
needed one in the Province. 

What now? 

Just because the last 
standing elevator has been 
demolished FORCE says 
that they won’t give up and 
they still want to do some¬ 
thing to preserve an era of 
time which means a lot to so 
many locals. 

The group worked with 
Agricore and Columbia Rail 
and they were given differ¬ 
ent pieces of equipment from 
within the elevator, sliding 
doors, chalk boards, beams, 
and many other items which 
they hope to use in the fu¬ 
ture. 

“We were thrilled,” Day 
said. “We got both the man 
lifts, part of the leg, several 
beams, and a lot of other 
things.” 

Day says that her group 
isn’t certain what they 


would like to do, but they 
are hoping to construct some 
sort of ‘Grain Elevator Mu¬ 
seum,’ where many of these 
items will be put on display 
to try to educate the public. 

Day says that it is still 
quite hard to realize that 
something her group has 
worked so hard on for the 
past two years is no longer 
standing high above the com¬ 
munity. 


“For us (FORCE mem¬ 
bers) we kind of felt like the 
protectors and in a way we 
felt like we let it down and 
we couldn’t do anything 
more for it,” Day said. “Un¬ 
less you were really part of 
it, you don’t realize (how we 
feel). 

It got really personal, it 
was definitely a personal 
loss." 

Day, however, always 


looks on the bright side and 
is looking forward to open¬ 
ing up some sort of facility 
so the community will al¬ 
ways have something to re¬ 
member the grain elevators 
day by day. 

“When one door closes, 
another opens,” Day said. 

In the Province of Alberta 
only about 1,000 grain el¬ 
evators remain.

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QUESTION: My son is an outstanding gymnast. His high 
school coach says he has more natural ability than anyone 
he’s ever seen. Yet, when he is being judged in a competitive 
meet, he does terribly! Why does he fail during the most im¬ 
portant moments? 

DR. DOBSON: If your son thinks of himself as a failure, 
his performance will probably match his low self-image when 
the chips are down. In the same way, there are many excel¬ 
lent golfers on the PGA tour who make a satisfactory living 
in tournament play, but they never win. They may even place 
as high as second, third, sixth or 10th. Whenever it looks 
like they might come in first, however, they “choke” at the 
last minute and someone else wins. It is not that they want 
to fail; rather, they can’t conceive of themselves as winners 
and their performance merely reflects this image. 

I once spoke with an outstanding concert pianist who has 
resolved never to play in public again. She knows she is 
blessed with remarkable talent, but believes she is a loser in 
every other regard. Consequently, when she plays the piano 
on stage, mistakes and errors creep into her performance. 
Each time this mortifying experience has occurred, she has 
become more convinced of her own unworthiness in every 
area. She has now withdrawn into the secluded, quiet world 
of have-nots. 

A person’s self-concept is instrumental in determining 
those who are “winners,” and those who see themselves as 
“losers.” Professional tennis players call this characteristic 
“tournament toughness,” but it is really nothing more than 
confidence in action. 

QUESTION: Is this true of mental ability too? My 12- 
year-old was asked to recite a poem at a school function the 
other day, and he went completely blank in front of the crowd. 
I know he knew the poem perfectly, because he said it dozens 
of times at home. He’s a bright child, but he’s had this trou¬ 
ble before. Why does his mind “turn off” when he’s under 
pressure? 

DR. DOBSON: It will be helpful to understand an im¬ 
portant characteristic of intellectual functioning. Your son’s 
self-confidence, or the lack of it, actually affects the way his 
brain operates. All of us have experienced the frustration of 
mental “blocking,” which you described. This occurs when 
a name, fact or idea just won’t surface to the conscious mind, 
even though we know it is recorded in the memory. Or sup¬ 
pose we are about to speak to an antagonistic group and our 
mind suddenly goes blank. 

This kind of blocking usually occurs (1) when social pres¬ 
sure is great, and (2) when self-confidence is low. Why? Be¬ 
cause emotions affect the efficiency of the human brain. Unlike 
a computer, our mental apparatus functions properly only 
when a delicate biochemical balance exists between the neu¬ 
ral cells. This substance makes it possible for a cell to “fire” 
its electrochemical charge across the gap (synapse) to an¬ 
other cell. It is now known that a sudden emotional reaction 
can instantly change the nature of that biochemistry, inter¬ 
fering with the impulse. This blockage prevents the electri¬ 
cal charge from being relayed and the thought is never gen¬ 
erated. 

This mechanism has profound implications for human 
behavior. For example, a child who feels inferior and intel¬ 
lectually inadequate often does not make use of the mental 
power with which he has been endowed. His lack of confi¬ 
dence produces a disruptive mental inefficiency, and the two 
factors go around in an endless cycle of defeat. This is seem¬ 
ingly what happened to your son when he “forgot” the poem. 

QUESTION: What can I do to help him? 

I)R. DOBSON: Actually, it is not unusual for a 12-year- 
old to “choke” in front of a crowd. I once stood before 300 
fellow teenagers with words stuck in my throat and my mind 
totally out to lunch. It was a painful experience, but time 
gradually erased its impact. As your child matures, he will 
probably overcome the problem if he can experience a few 
successes to build his confidence. Anything that raises self¬ 
esteem will reduce the frequency of mental blocking for chil¬ 
dren and adults alike.

World-class athletes will 
take to the Carstairs Memo¬ 
rial Arena ice on Oct. 23 to 
showcase their talent and 
battle it out in the first offi¬ 
cial Alberta Sledge Hockey 
tournament. 

The tournament signifies 
Hockey Alberta’s new in¬ 
volvement in and commit¬ 
ment to the game of Sledge 
Hockey, which follows all 
the same rules and regula¬ 
tions as stand up hockey, 
but the players, many of 
whom face a physical dis¬ 
ability, use specially de¬ 
signed sleds with blades in¬ 
stead of skates. 

But make no mistake 
about the level of talent and 
energy that will be brought 
to the ice. Sledge Hockey 
players manoeuvre fast, 
puck handle skillfully and 
compete with intensity, said 
Howard Wurban, special 
projects manager for Hockey 
Alberta. 

“Hockey Alberta takes 
this (Sledge Hockey) as a 
serious matter; we could 
possibly see some of these 
players in the 2010 Olym¬ 
pics,” he said. 

Special events organizer 
for Carstairs Minor Hockey, 
Lori Beal, says that playing 
host to the event is a big 
deal for Carstairs and gives 


the community a chance to 
really flaunt its spirit and 
passion for the game of 
hockey. 

“Carstairs has a lot to 
offer to the hockey commu¬ 
nity,” she said. “It is a place 
where people come together.

"We can't use resources of any kind without having I 
some impact on the environment," says Professor 
Laurence Bentley of the University of Calgary's 
Department of Geology and Geophysics. Bentley's 
specialty is studying groundwater—how water 
behaves under the ground. He says we need a lot of 
scientific data before we can properly protect it. That’s I 
why Syncrude Canada Ltd. and NAL Resources Limited 
are sponsoring watershed studies. , _ . „ .. ..

and wetlands," explains Clara Qualizza, Syncrude's 
Oil Sands Environment Scientist. "We have also 

instrumented a series of undisturbed watersheds and forests for comparison." 

The information they get from streams and underground probes is essential for 
planning the best way to protect water and reclaim the land. 

At the Spring Creek watershed near Valleyview, Alberta, NAL recognized the 
importance of continuing a 35-year Alberta Environment study when it moved into 
the area to develop an oilfield. NAL and its partner provided funding for laboratory 
analysis and scientific equipment to help find out the effects of oilfield development 
as it happens. 

Results are still being analyzed, but promise to be invaluable. "These watersheds 
are so complicated, the only way to understand them is to take lots of data and 
measurements," says Bentley. He says long-term studies are particularly rare but 
are the most important—they provide the ability to better forecast future effects. 
Industry-assisted studies such as these help ensure that Alberta's water quality 
remains high for future generations.

One of the hardest aspects of selling or trans¬ 
ferring a big or small business is determining its 
value. This is particularly important because in 
the coming decade, a great many business owners 
will be retiring.
